McCuliough has ln,en very feeble since 


he was brought Iierc from New 'iork 
on 


rnday night last his condition assumed a 
threatening aspect, and the loiu expected 
crisis had come. That peculiar respiration 
vvhici is almost invariably the foreruiiuei 
of death set in, and the patient assumed the 
appearance of one dead. His muscles be 
came ngd and suddenly his right lee 
was sci/ed with convulsive twitching. Bv 
the ui.uis.ng exertions of Ins atteniant* 
the crisis was safely passe 1, and a n tresli 
ine sleep came to McCuIlough's iclipf. 
Saturday was passed quietly bytiie patuut. 
A few minutes before eight o'llo L v^stci- 
day morning his attendant was giving linn 
medicine w hen suddenly the muscles of his 
tnroat refused to perlorui then innctioi s, 
they hav ing become in aiiinstant paralysed 
Ihe patient became unconscious and re- 
mained so until his dtath. 


At the 'ast uiomtnt Ins wife, his sister, 


Mrs West, Dr Engel and tbe nurse were 
the only poisons present. He died without 
a struggle, his br<>atli glowing glower and 
weaker untlll it ceased altogether. After 
deatli hib features retained their natural ex- 
press mi, anil he appeued as if sleeping. It 
has been decided to hold a post mortem ex- 
aiuinitlon, and a full synopsis of tlic case, 
which is an important one fioui a medical 
fatandpoiit.

Immigration Commissioners report that, 
during the year ended June 10, 350,008 per- 
sons arrived at New Yolk from foreign 
ports, of which 294,013 were steerage pas- 
sengers on their way to points in the States 
ot New \ork, Illinois, Ohio Pennsylv mla, 
Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
other States 
During the jear there were 


returned to the country whence they came 
1,183 immigrants, of which 51 were Insane 
33 idiots, 2 blind, 9 deaf and dumb, 21 crip 
pies, 78 enceinte, 478 disabled by sickness, 
77 disabled bj old age, and 435 were with- 
out visible means of support 


The amount of immigrant money col- 


lected under the act of August 3, 1882, was 
$ 14 i, II0, and the expenses of the commission 
amounted to 8140,031. The commissioners 
recommend that the act ot Congress to reg- 
ulate immigiation be amended so as to pro 
vide adequate penalties for all violations of 
the law.

A Work of Art Sucremrnllr- Baised from 


the lied of the Tiber. 


The bronze statue found lying in ths 


bed of the Tiber has been successfully 
raised. This wa? a work of some diffi- 
culty, for it had evidently been flung 
into the river head foremost, and was 
found with the feet uppermost. The 
workmen first struck the metal plinth, 
which being hollow. \v.i« supposed to 
be a large bronze plate. But on clear- 
ing the sand from below, the men 
quickly found the feet of tin- statue. 
It is a Baobus, a littk; under life-size, 
the head crowned with ivy k:ives and 
horrie«. The loft arm i* fivd upward, 
the hand holding a lona; vinr-'TOwngd 
iliM'Mis. 
The right. han<3> dinvn, and 


is I'Mi'iiiled a little outward. The faes 
i« von Mightly turned to therii;lit, and 
the weight of the boilv rc><t-. on the 
right leg. the left being bent at the 
knee, with only the ball of the foot and 
toes touching the around behind. 


The -tatuo is perfect in every respect, 


with tiio exception of a clean fracture 
aUnr the right ankle and the thyrsus 
i- broken into three pieces, which have 
all been found. It is a work of great 
beauty; but, a« far as it is possible to 
tonu a judgment, coated as it still 
w in man\ parts with Tiber sand, I 
am inclined to attribute it to the 
(irtPoo-Uouiiin rather than to any G reek 
school of art. The fae<' 
i~ strictly 


ideal, the line of the nose straight, and 
the mouth and chin are clrady and 
symmetrically modeled, in full accord- 
ance with the typical rendering of the 
diviis. The eye^ are of some artificial 
material to imitate nature, the ir?3 
being represented by globular concav- 
ities. Some are inclined to think the 
eyes are silver, but thi^ can not bs as- 
certained until the incrustation of sand 
is removed, and that will not be a dilli- 
cult task, for it is ver}' loose. The 
bronze has a beautiful golden tint. 


The statue was found in the middle 


of the river, where the works are going 
on for sinking the foundations of the 
middle pier of the bridge which is to 
connect the new street through the 
Regola on one side and the Trastevere 
on the other, near the church of San 
Crisogono. This spot is but a .short 
distance from the northern extremity 
of the Island of St. Bartholomew; and 
as a portion, extending more or less 
to where the works are proceeding, 
was washed away during one of the 
inundations in the middle ages, it is 
probable that the statue may have been 
flung into the river from the northern 
point of the island, where stood a tem- 
ple of Faunus.—Cor. London Times. 


An Old Slavonic Custom. 


The village of Minussinsk, in Russia, 


has been deeply troubled by the pest 
among its "cows; and the conscript 
fathers of the community held a meet- 
ing to decide upon the best means of 
putting a stop to the calamity. It was 
agreed that resort should be had to the 
old Slavonic custom of "round plow- 
ing." 
The Sviet gives an account of 


the process. Seven virgins, two old 
women and a young bachelor of gpod 
character are elected. At midnight a 
procession of the peasants is formed, 
led by the two old women carrying 
pictures of saints. In the rear of the 
procession the seven maidens are har- 
nessed to a plow, which is guided by 
the young man. A 1'ght furrow is 
plowed around the village: and there- 
by, according to the belief of the local 
agrieultnnsts, a. barrier is provided 
against 'the evil spirit which causes the 
pest; he has no power to pass over the 
By*ttoal farrow.

Kew Yorkers Wlio Buy Them at tlie Bate 


of Five Cents Per Pound. 


It may swm incredible to some of 


our readers to learn that potatoes are 
imported from Germany into this 
country, than which no other portion 
of the globe has more agricultural ad- 
vantages, but such is the case. Wheth- 
er the potato grown in German soil 
possesses any particular virtue not in- 
herent in the American-grown tuber 
is a question we are not able to answer. 
but we do know that certain classes of 
people the world over deem imported 
food of every sort far superior to home 
products. In England and France, for 
instance, the label of an American 
house claims the first consideration of 
the epicure in search of something ex- 
tra nice, and from onr foreign cor- 
respondents and personal observation 
we learn that everywhere in Europe 
American goods are found on sale in 
immense quantities. 
On the other 


hand, it seems perfectly natural, when 
we consider this vagary of human na- 
ture, to find German potatoes and a 
thousand other articles we might name 
in the New York markets, with plenty 
of purchasers in the bargain. 


The particular German potato we 


have in mind has only lately gained a 
prominent place on our list of imports. 
A few years ago the receipts were from 
twenty-five 
to fifty bags 
yearlj'. 


Last 
year 
over 
one 
thousand 


bags 
of 
German 
potatoes 
were 


5r/!d in New York City alone, and this 
toason the sales have already reached 
that figure, showing a remarkably 
rapid increase in their consumption. 
Noticing this increase, and desiring to 
find out the cause of their popularity, 
we called upon an uptown grocer, who 
serve? a very particular class of trade, 
and asked to see his German potatoes. 
He displayed his samples upon a plats 
which held a dozen or more tubers the 
size of a large walnut. We were sur- 
prised to learn that this was the aver- 
age size, and that in spite of the, seem- 
ing disadvantage in this respect, the 
German potato was a favorite on the 
tables of several of his wealthier cus- 
tomers. He sells them by weight, at 
five cents a pound, and buys them at 
three cents by the single bag, or two 
and a half cents a pound in ten bag 
lots. The bags will average about one 
hundred pounds. 
Curious to know 


whether they were bought for any 
special object, we were informed fliat 
they are considered the finest potatoes 
for "salad, and are principally used for 
that purpose. Peeled and broiled in 
lard or butter, whole, without slicing, 
they make a specially attractive dish. 
Boiled and served in their peel, and 
eaten with a little butter and salt, they 
are delightful. 
Cooked this way, the 


potato should be broken apart with the 
hand, and not cut with a knife.— 
Metropolitan Oncer.

It is a kind, good natural, forgiving 
old world, if you give it a chance to ba 
forgiving. True, it doesn't always 
look that way to a fellow in trouble, 
because then the fellow is apt to look 
at the wrong people. You found on 
the Jericho road, say six or eight 
thieves—that is, half a dozen profes- 
sionals and the two amateurs who 
passed by ou the other side—and only 
oiio good Samaritan, and naturally it 
seems to you that the leaven of good 
is utterly lost in that great mass of 
rascality and hypocrisy, but bless you, 
my son, in the great, honest living 
world, in the world that is try- 
ing to do right and trying to lead 
men to better things than Jericho ex- 
cursions, in the only world that really 
loves and cares for just such young 
fellows a.9 you, in the real world of 
men and women who deal with the 
young men all the more gently when 
bis smarting wounds are deepest, tho 
one good Samaritan outweighs a regi- 
ment of these villains who beat you, 
and robbed you, and passed you by on 
the road to Jericho. Never mind the 
priest and the Levite, ray son. They 
were going down to Jericho, too, you 
remember, that's the kind of priests 
they were. And one closing word, my 
son. Unless you are smarter and 
stronger than the thieves down Jericho 
way—and I guess may be you are not; 
very few men are—why, you keep off 
that road. .You stay in Jerusalem, and 
you'll have more money and less head- 
ache.—Burdette, in Brooklyn Eagle.

the Don and cause a catastrophe. Of 
course, with engineering skill it would 
be easy to prevent this fear of timid 
Ministers being realized, but it is inter- 
esting to mention that nature herself 
is preparing the way for some such 
eventuality, tbe Volga yearly cutting 
more and more into its west bank, and 
thereby drawing nearer the l)on. At 
present the two rivers are connected 
by a railway, described by Mackenzie 
Wallace as the slowest, worst laid and 
most infamous in Europe. 
The traffic 


is not very large, and even the pro- 
motors of the canal project do not 
think they could carry out their project 
without a considerable subsidy from 
the State.—Engineering.
